What is happening at Dakar? Com- 
munications are so faulty, and reports so 
contradictory, that nobody seems to know 
precisely what is afoot. Possibly, a 
major operation is in progress, but 
probably some time will pass before the 
facts can become generally known. Dakar 
is the capital of Senegal, and the most 
important port of French West Africa. It 
has great strategic value, inasmuch as it 
is the most westerly port of the old world— 
as would be said in this country, the 
nearest parish to America. Since the 
surrender of France several units of the 
French Fleet have been in Dakar Harbour. 
They include the famous battleship 
Richelieu, which was disabled by a British 
officer at the time of the Mers-el-Kebir 
affair, some cruisers of the Gloire class 
and destroyers of the Fantasque class. 
The town has a small garrison of French 


does not exceed six thousand, most of 
whom are civilians. On last Sunday 
General de Gaulle, the young French 
officer who refused to recognise the 
capitulation of the French Government, 
arrived off Dakar with a detachment of 
French troops, escorted by a fairly strong 
force of British warships. It appears that 
General de Gaulle was under the impres- 
sion that the French garrison at Dakar 
would welcome him with open arms, but. 
something went wrong with his plans; for, 
when he sent envoys ashore to parley with 
the local Governor, not only were they 
not received, but, according to General de 
Gaulle’s headquarters, fire was opened on 
them. General de Gaulle thereupon with- 
drew his men, on the ground that he would 
not be a party to a fight between French- 
men, and the officer commanding the British 
naval squadron took command of the situa- 
tion. Here, again, details are lacking; 
but there seems to be no doubt that a 
certain amount of fighting took place. 
French reports allege that, in  conse- 
quence of the British bombardment of 
Dakar, sixty-five civilians and one 
hundred and twenty soldiers were killed, 
and two hundred and twenty-five civilians 
and one hundred and_ twenty-eight 
soldiers were wounded. The British com- 
mander sent an ultimatum to Monsieur 
Boisson, French Governor of Dakar, 
demanding the immediate surrender of 
the port. This ultimatum was rejected 
sans phrase, and our latest information 
is that the British squadron, which has 
been reinforced in the meantime, has 
delivered a strong attack on the port. 
General de Gaulle and his French 
volunteers have taken no part in this 
operation ; but it seems that the British 
naval squadron is accompanied by troop- 
ships carrying a substantial number of 
British troops, The British naval force 
is overwhelmingly strong; for, although 
the Richelieu’s guns can be fired, the ship 
itself cannot be manceuvred, and the 
remaining French warships are no match

French Government, has congratulated 
Governor Boisson on his resistance against 
‘British aggression’’; and the British 
declare that Gibraltar has been bombed | 
by aircraft ‘‘of a French type,’’ pre- 
sumably as a reprisal for the shelling of 
Dakar. | 
General de Gaulle and his British sup- 
porters declare that the attack on Dakar 
has been made in order to prevent the 
port from being used by the Germans and 
Italians for their own purposes. They 
allege that, ever since the collapse of the 
French army, German and Italian officers 
have been flying to and from Dakar, in 
the neighbourhood of which are several 
modern aerodromes; and the British case 
is that, sooner or later, the port would 
have fallen into hostile hands if the 
present action had not been taken. On 
the other hand, according to a statement 
by ths Multihavas Agency, which speaks 
for the French Government, the British 
argument is ‘‘completely without founda- 
tion.” The French Government “declares 
in the most emphatic manner ” that there 
is no German element, military or 
civilian, in West Africa, and asserts that 
the British are acting solely in their own 
selfish interests. There is no morality; 
there are no ethics in modern warfare. 
Power politics take no“account of inter- 
national law, as it used to be known even 
during the last war. ‘‘Realism” is the 
only thing that matters nowadays; and 
the fact is that Dakar has been attacked 
by the British, who almost certainly 
would not have sent their forces to West 
Africa if they had not been reasonably 
sure of success. For all practical pur 
poses, the French and British are at war. 
Just as in the case of Mers-el-Kebir, the 
French authorities on the spot have 
refused to disobey the orders of their 
Government, and the unhappy position 
has been created in which French and 
British forces are fighting against each 
other. It is impossible at this stage to 
forecast the outcome of the engagement 
at Dakar. On paper, the French garrison 
hardly can hope to maintain its 
resistance against the British fleet; but 
General de Gaulle’s position if, and 
when, the British take possession of 
Dakar, will not be easy to define. 
Apparently, he was misled regarding the 
attitude of the French authorities at 


‘Dakar, and it is inconceivable that he 


should wish to take part in what would 
be tantamount to a civil war. From the 
British point of view the importance of 
Dakar hardly can be over-estimated. Its 
aerodromes are useful—particularly for 
purposes of communication with South 
America ; and, in the event of an “Axis” 
attack on Gibraltar, the port itself would 
be of the greatest value. On the other 
hand, the British Government must be 
anxious not to put itself in the wrong. 
Unless General de Gaulle takes full 
responsibility, the British hardly will take 
forcible possession of a French colony, even 
for the sake of a naval base. The whole 
situation, as we write, is confused. All 
that is certain is that there has been 
serious bloodshed, and that the belli- 
gerents are men who a few months ago 
were comrades in arms. One cannot but 
sympathise with the unhappy French, who 
are being ground between the upper and 
the nether millstones. The lot of this 
brave people is, perhaps, the heaviest 
tragedy of a war that is laden with 
horror.

The Sabbath Day 


The Football Association has modified 
its rule forbidding play on Sundays, and 
the Corporation of Londonderry has 
granted permission for the opening of one 
of the city motion picture theatres on 
Sundays. In the South of Ireland, where 
Sunday rather than Saturday is the day 
of great sporting activity, and some people 
go to “the pictures’? on Sunday in 
preference to any other day, these decisions 
seem to be of small importance, but in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland—and 
especially in Northern Ireland—they are 
regarded as revolutionary. Both are due 
to the war. The resolution of the Foot- 
ball Association lays emphasis on the fact: 
that it is the result of ‘‘the wish of the 
Government that war workers should be 
given every facility for recreation and the 
fact that large numbers of such workers 
are fully engaged on every week-day.”’ 
Even so, the permission to play is subject 
to severe restrictions. County associations 
must be satisfied that it is not possible 
to play on any day other than Sunday ; 
teams must be restricted to members of 
works clubs; only matches with other 
works organisations may be played; and 
no gate money may be taken. There is 
no dearth of Sunday entertainment in 
many parts of England, but the antipathy 
to Sunday games, which prompted the 
sponsors of most of the Acts for the 
observance of the Lord’s Day, seems to 
have been preserved from generation to 
generation since that ironic occasion when 
the Merry Monarch put his signature to 
the measure of 1677. Some of the earlier 
legislation had been intended primarily 
to turn the muscles of men to archery 
practice instead of mere sport, but in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
Parliament had become concerned about 
‘‘bull-baitings, bear-baitings, carding, 
dancing, interludes, common plays’’ and 
other pastimes. The sport of to-day is 
orderly in comparison, but still the Anglo- 
Saxon prejudice exists, even though golf 
and unorganised games may flourish on 
seven days of the week. 

Where the puritan traditionis strongest, 
in parts of Canada and the United States 
and in Northern Ireland, Sunday has 
been maintained as a day that can be 
tedious and miserable to the visitor. The 
man who has to spend Sunday in his 
home, with his family, his books, his pipe 
and his wireless set for company, may 
have a pleasant enough day, but the 
traveller in his hotel or the soldier in hia 
billet wants to get out and do something. 
The military authorities in Northern 
Ireland have been urging the civil 
authorities to open picture-houses on. 
Sundays for the entertainment of soldiers 
who are far from their homes and 
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without the amenities that are possible | 
in big camps. So far, most of their 
appeals have been resisted. Soldiers are 
all very well in their way, but if any 
concession were made to them it might 
prove the forerunner of the ‘‘ Continental 
Sabbath’’ that is so feared by people who 
never have seen the Continent and 
apparently have read very little about it. 
It is a little-known fact that the 
champions of Sunday observance in the 
North include many Roman Catholics. 
There is no question of religion, or rather 
sectarianism, involved. When the 
Corporation of Londonderry discussed the 
opening of a picture theatre the only 
Nationalist present was ‘as stout a 
defender of the puritan ideal as any 
Unionist. No one, in the South as well as 
the North, of Ireland, would quarrel] with 
the Biblical injunction that Sunday 
should: be a “day of rest.” Rest, how- 
ever, js capable of different interprets- 
tions. A certain amount of recreation 
may be essential to the securing of a 
restful mind, and public morality and 
good order depend upon restful minds 
rather than upon rested bodies.

India’s Future 


India’s politicians have not yet managed 
to make up their minds about the 
European war. The fault is not entirely 
on their side, because the British Govern- 
ment’s official utterances .have been so 
woolly as to lead nowhere. When the war 
began Mr. Gandhi, acknowledged leader of 
the ‘‘ moderates ’’ in the Congress, or 
Nationalist Hindu Party, made 
personal attitude clear, and there can be 
little doubt that he spoke for most of his 
fellow ‘‘moderates.’’ His view was, in 
effect, that the British cause was prefer- 
able to the German; that, whatever hope 
India might possess of independence of 
British rule, she would have none if 
Germany should win the war. From the 
British point of view, it is most regrettable 
that His Majesty’s Government did not 
accept Mr. Gandhi’s pronouncement in the 
correct spirit. Instead, it proceeded to 
pile blunder upon blunder. A scheme of 
federal administration had been devised 
and was nearly ready to be brought into 
effect : it was suspended, with the not un- 
natural result that all the provincial 
Ministries which held Nationalist views 
resigned. The party pressed for a state- 
ment of British ‘‘ war aims ’—in par- 
ticular, as they affected India’s demand 


his 


for freedom—and received an answer 
which it deemed, with full reason, un- 
satisfactory. Since then—that is to say, 
within the past ten months or so—the 
political history of India has been a series 
of increasingly stiffer demands by the 
Congress Party, and of larger and larger 
concessions by the British Government ; 
but, unfortunately, the concessions always 
have lagged a long time behind the de- 
mands, and, by the time when a con- 
cession has been offered, it is already out 
of date. The situation has not been 


.rendered any easier by the attitude of the 


great. Moslem minority. The Moslems 
have no desire to see India independent, 
because, rightly or wrongly, they believe 
that, if the restraining hand of Great 
Britain should be removed, they would be 
brought under Hindu control, and would 
lose most of the rights which they now 
enjoy. Great Britain’s position is awkward 
in the extreme. If she could placate the 
Congress Party, she would induce them to 
co-operate loyally in the “ war effort”? ; 
but she dare not run the risk of upsetting 
the present fabric of government in India 
while she is occupied in a life and death 
struggle against Germany and Italy. This 
week Mr. Gandhi is preparing to visit the 
Viceroy in what may be a final effort to 
solve the Indian problem—or to reach a 
temporary modus vivendi, He goes with 
renewed authority ; for only last week he 
was re-elected leader of the Congress 
Party—a fact which in itself showed that 
the Nationalists, as a body, would prefer 
to abstain from extreme measures. The 
British Government surely would be wise 
to meet him half-way. Congress clearly is 
not ‘‘ out for trouble,”’ but it is bitterly 
resentful of the suspension of the federal 
scheme, and realises with indignation 
that the past year has thrust it back- 
wards, rather than forward, along the 
road to independence. No doubt, the 
British Government knows what it is 
doing ; yet laymen cannot but feel that it 
could handle the present situation with 
greater skill. Hindu face must be saved 
if the Nationalist leaders are to recom- 
mend earnest co-operation with Britain, 
and Whitehall must resign itself to more 
substantial concessions than it has offered 
so far. A reluctant, sullen India would be 
as severe a handicap to Britain as an 
active and friendly India would be an 


asset.

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IRISHMAN’S DIARY © 


ANCellifont Street 


In this newspaper’s graphic account, 
published on Saturday last, of an Irish- 
man’s experiences in the “ Battle of 
London’’ mention was made of that 
world-famous hostelry, overlooking the 
“ Circus,” known as the Elephant and 
Castle. ‘‘I recalled as I was there,” the 
contributor stated, ‘‘that, through the 
strange bastardy of languages which the 
Cockneys have made their own, this 
hostelry had once been known as the 
Infanta de Castile.”’ 

This brought to my mind a somewhat 


creater interest to Dubliners. The present 
short and narrow Cathedral street, run- 
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ning from the Pro-Cathedral at its Marl- 
borough street end to Arus Brugha at the 
O'Connell street corner, was originally 
Mellifont street. 

In its early days street nomenclature 
was displayed by nailing to the wall the 
component letters of the street name, each 
letter being separately cut from wood and 
separately affixed. Mellifont street was 
thus labelled. 


Etephant Street 


After many years the “M ”" became 
detached, and it was, no doubt, picked up 
from the cobbled street and used as kindling 
by some thrifty resident of the neighbour- 
hood. For many more vears thereafter the 
street bore only, the letters “ Ellifont.”’ 

Whether or not citizens came to refer 
to it as Ellifont street I cannot say. 

More time passed, and with its passage 
went many old customs, including that of 
indicating street names in separate letters 
of wood. The civic authorities of the day 
decided, in the furtherance of progress, to 
substitute wooden boards with the names 
painted thereon. 

The civic functionary whose job it became 
to bring about this change was at first 

erplexed on reaching, in the course of 
his rounds, the street bearing the strange 
name ‘‘Ellifont.”” He appears to have 
been a punctilious personage, and in 
matters of nomenclature and spelling even 
a purist. 

After much cogitation he concluded that 
the street’s name must be ‘ Flephant,”’ 
and that the unsual rendering of the word 
then confronting him was the result either 
of a deplorable orthographical error or an 
early and poor experiment in phonetics. 

Being, as I have said, a purist in such 
matters, he substituted a brightly-painted 
board bearing the name “‘ Elephant street.”’ 
And so it remained until later days.

MINISTRY’S ANNOUNCEMENT

The statement made by the Ministry of 
Information is as follows :-

‘Several enemy aircraft were shot down— 
three for certain and two more possible.’’

CABINET DECISION 


This development became known, follow- 
ing a meeting of the Chinese Gabinet, 
which heard reports on the military 
and diplomatic situation by the War and 
Foreign Ministers. The Chinese generally 
welcome news that the Indo-China forces are 
continuing to offer resistance to the Japanese. 

Most of the papers think that if resistance 
is maintained Britain and the United States 
will be bound to go to the assistance of 
France. : 

Some papers declare that Chinese troops 
should cross the Indo-China border to help 
the French forces. 


FIGHTING REPORTED 


An unconfirmed report says that Chinese 
troops in South-West Kwangsi have already 
been engaged with Japanese attacking Indo- 
China. 

The value of the Burma road to China, in 
the event of the Japanese occupying Northern 
Indo-China, is causing some concern. at 
Chungking. 

It is thought that Japanese aircraft would 
be able to patrol the road from dawn to dusk, 
bombing and machine-gunning any vehicles 
passing along it.

DUBLIN AIR RAID 
SHELTERS 


INSPECTED BY MR. 
DE VALERA 


Mr. de Valera had his first experience of 
Dublin air raid shelters last night, when he 
inspected the work done in connection with 
A.R.P. at Mountjoy square, St. Patrick's 
Park, Kevin street, the College of Surgeons, 
St, Stephen’s Green, and Mercer street. 

He was accompanied by Mr. F. Aiken, 
Minister for the Co-ordination of Defensive 
Measures, and Mr. S. Moylan, Parliamentary 


Secretary to the Minister for Defence. Mr. 
P. J. Hernon, City Manager, and Mr. J. P. 
Keane, Finance Department, Dublin Cor- 
poration, also were present. 

Mr. de Valera, who displayed a keen 


interest in the progress of the work and asked 
many questions of Messrs. Burke and RK. 8. 
Lawrie, A.R.I.B.A., who explained the con- 
struction of the shelters, was cheered by 
crowds which surrounded his car at different 
points. 

He was informed by the senior assistant 
architect of the Dublin Corporation that it 
is proposed to provide 191 street shelters, 
accommodating 9,550 persons. The number 
at present being erected is 101, and 95 are 
nearing completion. The number of basement 
shelters completed or in hands is 37, to seat 
10,600, with an additional 33 proposed, to 
hold 9,330 people. When the scheme is com- 
pleted there will be basement shelter accom- 
modation for 19,630 persons. 

In trench shelters the city now has a total 
of 42 units, each 68 feet long and holding 
about 160 people. The total capacity of the 
trench system is nearly 7,000. They are 
built in mass concrete, with sanitary facili- 
ties, water and seating. 

Steel-helmeted A.R.P. workers formed a 
guard of honour outside each of the shelters 
visited by the party.

LARGE FORMATIONS 
ENGAGED 


“Large German bomber formations were 
seen over England to-day (Wednesday) for 
the first time since the duftwaffe’s deteat of 
September 15,’ states the British Air 
Ministry News Service. ‘‘ In that battle over 
London a very high proportion of bombers 
was destroyed. The same was true to-day. 

““Or the 23 enemy aircraft known to have 

been destroyed, as shown by reports up to 
7.30 p.m., at least 15 were heavy bombers 
and three others were fighter bombers. 
. ‘** Twenty were shot down between Bristol 
and the English Channel by Spitfires and 
Hurricane pilots. Three were shot down by 
anti-aircraft guns. 


MODE OF ATTACK 


“ Between one hundred and two hundred 
enemy bombers and fighters flew north-west 
in a variety formation just before noon. 
Fighter pilots saw two wedges of Junkers 
88 bombers in tight arrow-head of three, 
about forty in each wedge. Messerschmitts 
109 were higher still flying in steps. Heavy 
Dornier 17 and Heinkel 111 bombers kept 
the same close arrow-nead formations. 

‘Spitfire pilots of one squadron shot down 
five of the enemy and probably destroyed 
several more. Other Spitfires of the Nizam 
of Hyderabad Squadron, who also 
destroyed five German raiders, spoke of the 
defensive circles formed by the Messerschmitt 
fighters when attacked. 

“©The bombers, on the other hand, kept to 
their tight formations, and Spitfires, diving 
on them out of the sun from 21,000 feet, had 
to stand a heavy cross-fire from the German 
air gunners. 


CHASE OUT INTO THE 
CHANNEL 


‘Pilots of a Hurricane squadron, flying high 
above the clouds, chased a great formation of 
Heinkels 111 from the mouth of the Severn, 
well out into the Channel. They kept diving 
in line astern from 22,000 feet, picking off 
one Heinkel after another, until they had 
destroyed six and seriously damaged others. 

'“ One of the German bombers, a Dornier 
215, was attacked by two Hurricane pilots of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force squadron. 
When they came back to their base they 
found Air-Marshal W. A. Bishop, V.C., a 
famous Canadian fighter pilot of the last war, 
and now Director of Recruiting of the Royal 
Canadian Air Service, waiting to meet them. 

“ The two Canadian pilots were slightly 
disappointed. They could not say that they 
had destroyed their enemy, because they had 
not been able to see it drop into the sea, but 
a few minutes later a message came through 
from a coastguard station that the Dornier 
had been seen to plunge into the Channel.” 


RAIDS ON LONDON

NOTED BUILDINGS 
DAMAGED 


It was disclosed yesterday that the Asso- 
ciated Press of America’s building was 
damaged in Tuesday night’s raid on Lon- 
don, and that Selfridges and the Indian 
Students’ Hostel were damaged in recent 
raids. 

In the case of the Associated Press pre- 
mises a high explosive bomb landed at the 
front door, damaged the building, demolished 
the building opposite, and started a fire.

BRITISH REPORT 


The British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security issued the following com- 
muniqué early yesterday :— 

‘The enemy renewed the air attack on this 
country during the night. Although the 
London area was again the main objective, 
bombs were also dropped in other parts of 
England, in Scotland and in Wales. 

“In many parts of the London area both 
high explosive and incendiary bombs were 
dropped at random. ‘These started fires (the 
majority of which were soon brought under 
control) and caused damage to many buildings. 

““Once again several hospitals in this area 
were hit, and fires, now put out, were started 
at, four ef them. Casualties have been reported 
in this area, some of which were fatal, but 
their number is not yet known. 

“ Elsewhere in south-east England ihe 
casualties have been few, and the materral 
damage not great, although at one town 
bombs were dropped which started fires and 
eaused some loss of life. 

“In a village in North Wales some houses 
were damaged and a small number of people 
killed and injured, while fires and some 
damage to houses are also reported from other 
Fe of the Principality. The casualties have 
een slight. 

‘‘An attack was also made on a town in 
the North-West of England and fires were 
started, but no serious damage or casualtres 
have yet been reported. Bombs also fell in 
a country district in this area, but without 
causing casualties or serious damage. 

One high explosive bomb fell on a town 
in East Scotland, but so far as is known at 
present no one was killed or mjured, and 
there is no material damage. 

““One of our pilots reported missing yester- 
day is now known to be safe.”

The following statement has been issued by

“The Government have made an Order (ens 
titled the Emergency Powers (No. 50) Order, 
1940), extending the period of Summer Time 
until 2 a.m. West European Time on Sunday, 
the 17th of November, 1940. 

‘‘ Before making the Order the Government 
took into consideration an interim report from 
the Committee which was recently appointed 
to inquire into the advisability of the Summer 
Time system. In the interim report the Com- 
mittee indicated that, while at the present 
stage of their inquiry, they are not prepared 
to express any opinion on the merits of the 
Summer Time system, they have come to the 
conclusion that in the present circumstances 
it is desirable that Summer Time should be 
extended beyond the normal date of expiry 
this year for so long as it may be extended 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland, pro- 
vided, however, that such extension should 
terminate not later than the last Sunday in 
November. 

‘The Order does not apply to or alter the 
meaning of the expression “ period of Summer 
time ' where that expression occurs in the 
Road Traffic Act, 1935. Accordingly, not- 
withstanding the Order, on and after the 5th 
of October “‘lighting-up hours” for the pur- 
poses of the Road Traffic Act. 1933, will be 
the period commencing one half-hour after 
sunset, and expiring one half-hour before sun- 
rise.

Minister for Industry and Commerce, 

said that the Government would have no 
difficulty in accepting the principle that the 
loss of life and property caused by the war 
should be evel, and that there should be 
a national plan for reconstruction. 

Proposing the motion, “that, in the opmion 
of the Senate, the Government should formu- 
late a scheme of war risk insurance for pro- 
perty, and take the necessary steps to put 
the scheme into operation,” Senator Professor 
MICHAEL HAYES said that the matter was 
more urgent in view of the disaster which had 
occurred within our own territory. The pro- 
blem was not an urban one; it affected rural 
areas also. They had been told that they 
were in the war zone, and told to build air 
raid shelters. The position of property-owners 
was also the concern of others, and it was 
in its national aspect that he would like 
the House to take action. i 
Senator DOUGLAS seconded the motion. 


A NATIONAL LOSS 


Senator J. BRENNAN said that damage 
caused by the war should be regarded as a 
national loss, and the Government should 
announce immediately that it would be met 
out of the National Exchequer. The payments 
should be raised by taxation to distribute 
the burden over the whole community. The 
time to start an insurance scheme was gone. 
Seaator D. ROBINSON said that if the 
same amount of destruction done in London 
were done in Dublin the cost to a natron of 
our resources would be colossal. If the damage 
done in London seemed small it was because 
the British had filled the air with an armada 
vf airplanes, and had tens of thousands of 
anti-aircraft guns. . 

Senator F. MacDERMOT sail that there 
might be other cases like Wexford, and there 
might be deliberate damage on a large scale. 
It would be intensely depressing if there were 
no assurance from the Government that it 
was going to do something about it. He was 
an unfortunate individual who owned a house 
in London which had been wrecked by a 
bomb, and it would make him feel easier if 
he knew that the British community were 
going to do something about that house. 


A NATIONAL PLAN 


Mr. SEAN MacENTEE (Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce) said that the Govern- 
ment would have no difficulty in accepting the 
two principles enunciated by Mr. Hayes—that 
the loss occasioned by a war, so far as lives 
and property were concerned, should be 
shared, and that there should be a national 
plan of reconstruction. Shortly after the out- 
break of war he had indicated that that was 
a problem which would arise for consideration 
at the end of the war, and that it would be 
dealt with according to the resources avail- 
able to the community. 

Senator MacDERMOT—The end of the war 
is too late.

the most serious challenge since it was

The vote of censure was in the following 
terms :—‘‘ That, in the opinion of this House, 
the Government of Northern Ireland as at 
present constituted is not the most effective 
instrument for the prosecution of the busi- 
ness of the State, either in relation to the 
war effort of the country or the ordinary 
business of good government, and that the 
welfare and prosperity of Northern Ireland, 
present and future, would be better secured 
by a reorganisation of the Cabinet.” 

Mr. Warnock said that all over the six 
counties the same story is told—that this 
Government is too long in office and 
that the Government is composed in 
the main of tired and jaded men. 
The time had come for the introduction of 
new elements into the Government to view 
Ulster’s political problems. 


CHANGE NEEDED 


It was the experience of every democratic 
country that there should be constant 
changes in the personnel 53f the Government 
in order to review old problems from a 
fresh angle. When a man became a member 
of the Northern Government it was not as 
a holder of an office, but he became a tenant 
for life, and could not be removed except by 
death, illness or promotion: they were never 
removed for incapacity or as failures. Even 
in businesses, when old men held on 
to office without introducing new men, it 
led to failure, liquidation and winding-up. 

When war broke out and Kire stood 
sullenly aloof and neutral the Government 
had a Heaven-sent opportunity of putting 
them absolutelv one hundred per cent. right 
with Great Britain by saving to the British 
people: ‘‘Here we are, willing to spend our- 
selves and be spent in the Imperial service.” 
The Government lost the opportunity of 
making the political position of Northern Ire- 
land safe for one hundred years. Northern 
Ireland was only a little more in the war 
than Eire during the first six months. 


MORE WAR WORK 


For a great many years they had a vast 
army of unemployed, and were the worst 
part of the United Kingdom from the «mploy- 
ment point of view. They should have a 
larger share of war work as a right, but in 
addition, owing to its geographical position, 
500 miles further from the enemy, more 
war industries should have been established. 
If the function of the Ministry of Commerce 
was to remain what it had been for the past 
few years let them close it altogether. 

The Prime Minister, replying. said: I have 
never risen in the House to deal with a more 
disagreeable matter than that raised by the 
hon. member for St. Annes. He spoke with 
a definiteness that I would hesitate to 
assume myself with regard. to the feelings 
of the people in the country, and said that 
we here on this bench were unfit for our 
work and should go. When the war broke 
out we had appealed to the country only a 
short time before that, and were returned 
to the House with increased majorities. 
According to Mr. Warnock, he proceeded, 
they were all right as a peace Government, 
but when war came thev should have 
resigned and reconstituted the Government. 
Did that mean that at the outbreak of war 
they were to run away, when Ulster and 
Great Britain were in the greatest peril? 
Were they, who had the experience of govern- 
ment to turn their backs on the people and

NDER the Defence Forces (Billeting 

| During a Period of Emergency) Regu- 

lations, 1940, which have been laid on 

the table of the Oireachtas, an Army officer 

may, during an emergency period, serve on 

the occupier of any premises a billeting 

requisition order requiring him to provide for 

members of the Defence Forces any of the 
following accommodation :— 

Accommodation without bed and attend- 
ance, for which a payment of 1d. per night 
shall be paid in respect of each officer and 
soldier; lodging and attendance with meals 
(officers 2s. per night, soldiers 1s. per night) ; 
lodging and attendance without meals, but 
with cooking facilities (officers 2s. per night, 
soldiers 1s.) ; AA and attendance with- 
out meals or cooking facilities (officers 1s. 9d. 
per night, soldiers 9d.). 


THE MEALS 


The regulations set out the following rates 
of payment for meals :— 

Breakfast (to consist of six ounces of 
bread, an ounce of butter, a pint of tea with 
milk and sugar, three ounces of bacon (or, on 
days of abstinence, two eggs). salt, mustard 
and pepper), 7d. Hot dinner (ten ounces of 
meat previous to being dressed, or, on days 
of abstinence, eight ounces of fish, fourteen 
ounces of potatoes, eight ounces of other 
vegetable, half-pint of tea with milk and 
sugar, two ounces of bread and butter, salt 
mustard and pepper), ls. 2d. Tea (a pint of 
tea with milk ms | sugar, six ounces of bread, 
an ounce of butter, two ounces of cheese), 
Supper (a pint of tea with milk and sugar, 
four ounces of bread and butter), 4d. 

Stable room and forage for horses where 
available shall be provided at 2s. 4d. per day 
for each horse, and stable room without 
forage at 6d. per day for each horse; the rate 
of payment for bha of mechanically- 
propelled vehicles is 2d. per day for each 
vehicle. 

The regulations .state that no billeting 
requisition requiring lodging for any officer 
or soldier shall be made in respect of any 
premises which are occupied solely by women 
and children. 


THE REQUISITIONS 


Every billeting requisition order served b 
an officer shall specify the place at whic 
the required accommodation is to be provided, 
the number of officers, soldiers, horses, etc., 
to be accommodated, and the period: for which 
they shall be accommodated. 

Occupiers of premises providing billeting 
accommodation shall receive from the officers 
in charge of the units concerned a certificate 
giving details of the accommodation provided, 
and claims for payment are to be based on 
these certificates. 

The regulations also provide that with the 
consent of an officer any other item of food 
may be substituted for those stipulated in 
the regulations. 

Any person upon whom a Billeting Requisi- 
tion Order has been served, and who neglects 
to provide accommodation specified, shall be 
guilty of an offence, and liable to a fine not 
exceeding £5.
